Report of School Board 


To the Citizens of Litchfield: 

When we submitted our last report we were ex- 
pecting to occupy the new building before the end of 
the school year, but as there was a delay on the 
part of the contractors we were unable to move in 
until the beginning of the present school year in 
September. 

The building was dedicated to school work in 
September, by an address by the State Commission- 
er of education, Ernest W. Butterfield, and by our 
superintendent, L. D. Record. The raising of a new 
flag with appropriate songs by the school children 
were all much enjoyed by those present. We regret 
that more of the parents and citizens of the Town 
were not able to be present, but hope that they will 
visit school and inspect the building when convenient, 
if they have not already done so, for the Community 
Spirit and interest in the school by one and all is 
that, that helps to make any school, “The Ideal 
School,” so let us all work together for that purpose. 

We feel that we are fortunate in having one of 
our Town’s people for a teacher; one who takes a 
great interest in the progress of each child and one 
who also tries to look out for the protection of the 
new building and fixtures that we have furnished 
at an expense to every tax-payer, for the comfort and 
welfare of the children. 
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Now let us all show our appreciation of that serv- 
ice by calling at the school whenever possible to do 
so, by so doing, we also show the children that we are 
interested in their work, which should enthuse them 
to do their best at all times, helping toward that 
“Ideal School.”

School Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board of Litchfield, 
Greeting: 

I have the honor to submit herewith my fourth 
annual report as superintendent of your school. 

Your school children are now housed in an attrac- 
tive, comfortable, well heated, correctly lighted, and 
adequately ventilated room. There is appropriate ac- 
commodations for play, the water supply is handy, the 
toilets convenient, sanitary, and clean, and the school 
equipment is good. The building is as sightly as it 
could readily be in comparitively flat area, conspic- 
uous from the state highway in Merrimack and from 
the electric road, a splendid advertisement for the 
town. The plant is readily accessible to the larger 
part of the district, and fairly so for all sections be- 
cause of the electric accommodations. 

Your school appears to the visitor to be made up 
of clean, happy, contented, and busy children. The 
work done bears the tests of being very good. Your 
teacher, a resident of the town, has more than a pro- 
fessional interest in the progress of each pupil. I 
feel that you have sufficient reason to feel a pride in 
the school facilities of your town. 

Your school at the present time has 34 pupils 
in its seven grades. The labor involved in carrying 
along the work of a present day curriculum with that 
number of pupils is a full sized job, severely taxing 
the energies of any experienced teacher. It does not 
seem to me advisable to add another year to the course 
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as long as but one teacher is employed. It would 
seem better to pay the tuition of the few in your last 
grade at the Nashua Junior High School. Because of 
the differentiation which commences in the program 
of the junior high at Nashua, it makes the work of 
the last year more complicated than ought to be un- 
dertaken in a school of eight grades. With two teach- 
ers the situation would be different. 

The following is an extract from the General 
Statistics Report for the school year 1921-22: 


Number of different pupils registered, 35 
Average membership, PA oil 
Average attendance, 25 
Per cent of attendance, 90 
Number of pupils not absent nor tardy, 0 
Number of visits made by school board members, 19 
Number of visits made by superintendent, 16

Your largest membership since last September is 
56, and the present number 34. Your per cent of at- 
tendance thus far this year is 96, with 9 pupils having 
a perfect record for the fall term. 

To this report I am attaching a report from your 
school nurse.
